oT) ON’T FAIL TO VISIT THIS FAMOUS WONDERLAND. Nestled in the mountains amid dense 


J} forests and sweet-scented evergreen shrubs, its tranquil scenes are constantly accompanied by 


49° rumblings and thunderings that seem to come from the bottomless deeps of Inferno. This happy 
mingling of the enchanting with the weird and awful makes the place intensely fascinating, and, adding 
its health-giving qualities, places it easily in the front rank of the world’s famous resorts. 

The attractions are almost too numerous to mention. The springs afford as great a variety 
of healing mineral waters as any other place on earth, which make them a boon to sufferers 
who can visit them. They vary in temperature from the cool mountain spring to boiling heat, 
and contain curative minerals that often outstrip 
the physician’s skill. Here the visitor can enjoy 
natural mineral, steam and Hammam baths. The 
vapors from the springs are as variously charged as 
the bottles of a medicine-case, aud can be employed 
at any desired temperature. ‘lo persons in 
good health, their judicious use is both a 
luxury and a benefit, while to invalids they 
have proved invaluable. 

The atmosphere of the Geysers is as pure 
and perfect as mountain air can be, and abso- 
lutely free from fogs and wind. The altitude 
is about 1,700 feet, and the location not suffi- 
ciently inland to be affected by the extreme 
heat of the valley districts. 

Dr. Ellinwood, in a recent lecture at the 
Cooper Medical Institute, on ‘‘ Water,’”’ paid 
this high tribute to the merit of the place: 

“Within my observation, there is no resort 

in the world where more restful change can be 
had, more delightful water to bathe in and to 
drink, more picturesque and charming scenery, 
nor a more healthful, invigorating atmosphere 
than we have near our own door at the Geysers.”’ 

The variety and peculiarities of the Geyser 
Springs must be seen to be appreciated; no 
adequate idea of them can be given in words. Among those more or less distinguished for their medicinal 
qualities are “Indian Spring,” ‘Indian Mud Springs,” “Iron Spring,” ‘Alum Spring,” “Hot Alum 
Spring,” “Acid Spring,” and others, all containing in varying proportions sulphates and bisulphates of 
30dium, potassium, magnesium, calcium, ferric and alumina, impregnated with various gases. 

But of greater interest to the sightseer are the rare phenomena in which the resort abounds. 
“Geyser Cafion”’ is the great laboratory of natural curiosities. The deeper one penetrates into its 


Plutonian recesses the hotter and noisier it gets, and the more awful its surroungings. The “ Devil’s 
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Armchair” is on one side and the “ Devil’s Kitchen,” with its many warning danger signs, on the other, 

while underfoot is hot earth and running boiling water. Hot vapors and gases are emitted from cracks 

and fissures;the ground trembles as if hesitating before a fearful upheaval, and an ominous rumbling 

puts the finishing touches to a truly infernal scene. The visitor has by this time stepped fairly into the 

mouth of a boiling, seething, smoking, trembling hadean chasm. ‘he ground is getting hotter, and the 

vapors that hiss from cracks in the rocks are suffocat- 

ing with sulphurous fumes. Innumerable springs 

and rents and subterranean outlets spurt and spout 

in every direction. ‘Pluto’s Punch Bowl,” the 

“Geyser Smokestack,” the ‘‘ Witch’s Cauldron,” 

“Devil’s Canopy,” ‘Devil's Pulpit,” ‘‘ Devil’s 

Inkstand,” ‘‘Devil’s Gristmill,’ ‘‘Devil’s Tea 

Kettle,’ and sundry other articles dedicated to 

his Satanic Majesty, greet the attention on either 

side. The visitor cannot help feeling, as he 

passes from one to another of these uncanny 

sights, that he is dangerously near the end of 

the world, and he breathes more freely upon 

turning back and setting foot again on the firm 

hard soil of the mountain side Yet it is an 

experience no one would miss for ten times its 
cost. 

The hotel and grounds are attractively ar- 
ranged, and every attention paid tc the com- 
fort and delight of guests. Beside sightseeing 
among the wonders, there are all sorts of pas- 
times and entertainments. Fishing along the 
shady Pluton River is a grand sport. Hunting 
amoug the forest-covered mountains is not less 
fascinating. Riding in buggy or on horseback 
over the picturesque grades is an invigorating pastime that gives new life to the exhausted energies. 
Visits to neighboring resorts are not least among the pleasures. There are many within easy reach, 
and the trips are never tedious. The Little Geysers are only three or four miles distant, and, though a 
rather tame exhibition after having explored the Pluton River, are well worth seeing. Tocreep into the 
dark caverns, where the steam hisses from crevices in the granite as from the escape-valve of a locomo- 
tive, causes the strangest imaginable sensations. About five miles farther on the same trail is Anderson 
Springs. To climb St. Helena and explore the extinct crater of that famous pile is a great attraction. 

The Geysers are easily reached by way of Calistoga. The entire distance is but 96 miles from San 
Francisco, and the stage ride from Calistoga but 26 miles. The route abounds on either side with 
charming scenery ; and a few miles to the south of the main road is the famous Petrified Forest. Traing 


and stages run daily, and it is only seven hours’ travel from San Francisco.

| ae COUNTY enjoys enviable fame on the Pacific Coast, and even far beyond, as a great natural sanitarium 


and place of resort. 


Its mineral springs, possessing medicinal virtues of every degree, may justly rank 


among the natural wonders of the world. Their curative powers are a little short of miraculous, and they seem 
to appeal to suffering humanity, if not with the promise of eternal youth, at least with the assurance of improved 


health and prolonged life.

From Summit station on grand old St. 


Helena, looking southward down the Napa Valley, the scene is grand; but one much grander bursts upon the 
vision afew miles north of Adams Springs as the stage reaches the top of the divide between Cobb and Clear Lake 


valleys. 


Here one beholds in dumb admiration the entire Lake valley, more than a thousand feet below, with its 


magnificent stretches and endless variety of beautiful scenes that simply mock the feeble powers of expression. 


The experience of this first view is never forgotten. 


mentioned in the following paragraphs: 


BARTLETT SPRINGS. —Who has not heard of this fa- 
mous place? It has been a Mecca for invalids from all parts 
of the world for upwards of a half century. Wonderful cures 
have been wrought there. It has become proverbial so long 
and so often has it been said that even after the physician’s 
skill has lost its cunning there is still hope at Bartlett 
Springs. Physicians themselves, failing to charm back the 
messenger of health, have, as a last resort, recommended 
these springs to their patients, and, in numberless cases 
with the happiest possible results. 

While this place is to a considerable extent a huge sani- 
tarium, it is not less a desirable resort for all classes. It 
boasts of one of the largest and most completely equipped 
hotels north of San Francisco, and, for the convenience of 
those who prefer housekeeping, a large number of neat cot- 
tages adorn the grounds. In this way the auestion of ex- 
pense is not of so much importance. and the visitor can 
sojourn as long as he likes, and suit himself as to his man- 
ner of living. The main Bartlett Spring is a great curiosity. 
Ice-cold water containing a number of mineral salts in 
strong solution, and highlv charged with carbonic acid gas. 
bubbles from a jar-shaped chamber, two feet in diameter 
at the rate of 110 gallons per hour. If drank immediately 
from the spring the effect is almost as delightful and ex- 
hilarating as champagne, while with judicious use the bene- 
fits cannot be overestimated. 


HARBIN SPRINGS. —It would be difficult to find a more 
delightful and picturesque spot than this. It is one of the 
oldest and most pvonular resorts in the State, and justly 
merits the fame it has earned. The improvements are so 
elaborate and extensive that. when viewed from some one 
of the many surrounding eminences, there appears to he a 
neat little village nestled cosily down in the cafion. Springs 
are numerous, and, like those of other famous resorts. of 
diversified character, invigorating and health-giving. The 
waters are sulphurous and saline. and bathing in the large 
sulphur spring, with a natural temperature of 122 degrees. 
is rated by physicians as the most beneficial treatment on 
the continent for chronic rheumatism. gout. joint diseases 
and cutaneous affections. The other springs are alike effi- 
cacious in the treatment of different ailments. 

ANDERSON SPRINGS. —These valuable mineral springs 
are of easy access by stage from the terminus of the rail- 
road at Calistoga, and the ride is one of the most picturesque 
in the State. The climate is unrivaled. The atmosphere is 
balmy and exhilarating, and free from humidity. One can live 
out of doors there for six months in the year. The wor- 
shiper at Nature’s shrine, the lover of grand and varied scen- 
ery will find all that can be desired at the Anderson Springs. 
The perennial mountain streams, the bright water sliding 
over mossy banks and beds of pebbles, the caves, cascades 
and waterfalls, cool leafy dells. cosy nooks and command- 
ing outlooks, conical shaped hills, covered with evergreen 
trees, the profound silence and solitude of the forest—all, 
in the glistening moonlight or brighter rays of old Sol—make 
a picture that only the ven of a Thoreau could describe 
or the pencil of a Bierstadt display. 

Hunting and fishing are found in abundance all the year 
round. The hotel and cottages afford ample accommoda- 
tions, with every facility for comfort. The mineral springs 
are of unusual variety, and apply themselves with amazing 
remedial energy to a long list of human ills. Analysis 
reveals the generous presence of numerous mineral salts. 
and the judicious use of their waters effect astonishing 
cures. Chronic skin eruptions resulting from diseased blood. 
liver, kidney and bowel complaints, dyspepsia, rheumatism 
and even lung troubles are among the ailments often cured 
and always improved. The Little Geysers are five miles and 
the Great Geysers eight miles distant, over an exceeding 
picturesque trail. 

SIEGLER SPRINGS. -This beautiful resort is situated 
in the midst of the Coast Range (where fogs never pene- 
trate), in the center of a natural park, which abounds with 
medicinal springs, hot and cold, containing various curative 
properties, celebrated for the cure of rheumatism, malaria. 
dropsy, ete. One of the springs has a swimming pond 
attached—temperature 80 degrees summer and winter, 200 
feet long by 60 feet wide, greatest depth 16 feet—which is a 
source of great pleasure for all. A new theatrical hall with 
stage has been erected. Fishing and hunting unexcelled. 
Only three miles from Thurston Lake, celebrated for the 
large number of trout and perch taken from its waters 
every season; five miles from Konocti Bay (Clear Lake), 
which is directly at the base of Uncle Sam Mountain (ele- 
vation 4,500 feet).

The principal Springs and Resorts of Lake County are 


ADAMS SPRINGS —This picturesque resort lies among 
the densely wooded hills on the eastern slope of Cobb Valley. 
3,300 feet above the sea level. The waters are cool and 
sparkling and belong to the alkaline-carbonated class. They 
are highly beneficial in the treatment of such chronic dis- 
orders as dyspepsia, rheumatism, kidney, liver and stom- 
ach troubles and are said to be especially efficacious in cases 
of chronic Bright’s disease. The climate is uniformly genial 
throughout the season, the air pure and balmy, and fogs 
almost unknown. The woodland foliage is ever green and 
luxuriant, the mountain streams sparkling and beautiful; 
and there are excellent opportunities for hunting and fishing. 


HOWARD SPRINGS, some fourteen in all, are only a 
short distance from Siegler. and enjoy a similar reputation 
for their medicinal qualities. They lie in a small basin, at 
an elevation of 2.200 feet, surrounded by hills covered with 
luxuriant vegetation, flowers and sweet woods. Hunting in 
the dense pine forests of the mountains. hooking the gamy 
trout in their sparkling streams. and visiting neighboring 
points of interest, are among the daily attractions. The 


Sodium, chloride 
and bicarbonate, magnesia and calcium salts. notassa, silica, 
iron and alumina are the prevailing minerals found in vary- 
ing proportions. 


GORDON SPRINGS are in Cobb Valley, at an elevation 
of 3,000 feet. beautifully situated, possessing healing quali- 
ties in a high degree, and enjoying a pure, light, dry climate 
that is widely noted for its beneficial effects in cases of 
bronchitis, catarrh, asthma and early stages of consump- 
tion. The springs are alkaline. and the nrincipal one has 
a temnerature of 100 degrees Fahrenheit.

GLENBROOK is a charming retreat at the head of Cobb 
Valley, and is noted for its hospitality and homelike sur- 
roundings.

HIGHLAND SPRINGS is situated in the southwestern 
portion of Lake County, seven miles south of Clear Lake. 
at an elevation of about 1.700 feet above sea level. It claims 
upward of thirty mineral snrings. varying in temperature 
from ice-cold to 90 degrees Fahrenheit. the waters of which 
are different and comprise nearly all the known mineral 
solutions of Nature’s vast laboratory. The springs are 
within a radius of a few hundred vards. easy of access from 
the hotel, and ait the base of the Coast Range sloping north- 
ward toward the lake. The hotel. cottages. baths and 
springs are situated on the banks of Highland Creek. on a 
pretty undulating plateau, covered with oak, pine, laurel, 
madrone and other native shrubbery in great luxuriance. 
The old hotel has been replaced by a new one, much more 
commodious and eauipped with every modern convenience 
for the comfortable and even Iuxurious entertainment of 
suests. The cottages have also been renewed, refitted and 
increased in number. 

One of the peculiar advantages of this resort is variety. 
which anplies not only to the scenery and possibilities for 
delightful diversion, but more particularly to the char- 
acter of the springs. Nature, it would seem, designed the 
place for a great Natural Drug Store, and the nature of an 
ailment needs only to be known to be successfully treated.

SODA BAY.—This charming sylvan retreat excels as a 
pleasure resort more than as a sanitarium, yet it boasts of 
one of the largest soda springs in the State. It is nestled 
right at the base of Mt. Konocti. on the very edge of a beau- 
tiful bay tributary to Clear Lake. and is a great favorite 
among pleasure-seekers because of the unlimited opportuni- 
ties for aquatic snorts. 

LAKEPORT, the county seat. a contented little hamlet 
of about 1.000 inhabitants. is on the west shore of Clear 
Lake at the head of Big Valley. and is the focal point of all 
the resorts of the county. Several little steamers ply be- 
tween here and the many noints of interest around the 
lake, including Ko-no-ta-ye, the elegant country-seat estab- 
lished by the late Richard S. Flovd, and now maintained 
by his daughter: Buckingham Park, Paradise Valley, Soda 
Bay, Sulphur Banks, Morrison’s and Bartlett’s Landings. 
These excursions have become very popular with visitors to 
Lake County.

It is one of 
the mightiest of the Sie 8 towering giants, and is well worth seeing at any 
pric For nearly 200 miles of the Shasta route its bold peak is in plain view, 
but is seen best at Sisson or St ) 

CASTLE CRAGS sr point of rare interest in the Shasta 
region, rapidly bounding into fame as one of the popt mountain resorts 
on the C It abounds as few others in all sorts of attractions for the tourist 
and pleasure-seeker; and the Tavern of le Crags is without a peer for its

PASO ROBLES HOT IP RINGS will always command 
attention, They abound in hot water ongly impregnated with sulphur and 
iron, and known to be wonderfully acious in th ire of rheumatism and 
otherwise restoring impaired health, Ss they are beautifully situated, and 
the visitor finds there no end of diversion. 

BLUE LA $ is a pretty summer resort in the extreme 
western portion of Lake County, about 12 miles northwest of Lakeport. Ina 
deep gorge in the mountains which form the western boundary of Lake 2th 
small pools, hardly more than a stone's throw in width and all told about a mile 
anda halfin length. Their waters are of great depth, almost ice cold the year 
round and as clear as the atmosphere. On the banks of one is the delightful 
resort named.
